Miss Edith Stevenson, Who Commenc- | 
ed Her Artistic Education In To. | 
ronto and Had Within the Past | 
Few Months Set Up Her Studies 
at Thornhili—Her Portrait Work 
Has Gained Her Applause. 


That a rosy promise should lie some- 
(times all unsuspected by us close to 
‘our very door is one of the chance pos- 
sibilities that compensate for much of 
jthe prose of life in a large city, where } 
any turning may lead to vistas of a | 
new delignt, writes Katherine Hale 
‘in The Toronto Globe. So one thought, 
last. summer, as the trolley rushed 
over hill and dale on the pieasant up- 
hit road between Toronto ana the 
lovely little settlement of Thornhili, 
some nine miles north on Longe 
street. Down the slope irom the tiwy 
Viliage street there are a meadow, anu 
sume wiliow trees, and an ecstatic ‘iii- 
tie brodx that gurgles under ali cir- 
cumstances, ana beside the willows 
and the brook a perfect exuinpie of a 
bungaiow, which, if you are happy 
enougn to explore, is found w coutaiu 
a@ Stuuio where Miss kaitn Sievensou 
during the past summer has compiet- 
ea a remarkabie series of portraits. 

The artist is young and wonuerful- 
ly giitea—so much so that it 1s~hard 
to predict how big may be the future 
that is just before her. She compier 
ed her scnool education in Torontu 
some years ago, and, as a young giri 
in her teens at that time, receivea u 
few wonths’ tuition in drawing trom 
Mr. J. W. L. Forster of ‘toronto. Ke- 
turning to her home in Youngstown, 
Uni, the passion for portraiture 
seized her anew. She had never been 
entirely without it,,and even her vari- 
jest enorts us a mere chilu sbow a 
daring originality and sense of tecnni- 
que that would alone predict a Lrii- 
lant future. 

But, after the first tuition, which 
adaued power and knowledge to Gou- 
given ability, the young girl began 
to seize on liie, and on peopie, anu to 
Graw, draw, draw unceasingly the 
human form as that form appeaied 
to ner, and as she saw it, in the men, 
women and children about her. face | 
after face, figure after figure, woulu 
appear in startling vividness on her 
canvases, and people in Youngstown 
began to say, ‘Here is a genius grow- 
ing up in our midst!’’ Then someone 
suggested a visit to New York, pos- 
sibiy more lessons in New York, und 
Miss Stevenson, taking with her a 
few photograph reproductions of some 
of her portraits, went, as many an- 
other artist has gone, to tempt fate 
in the big metropolis. ! 

And here fate met her, in the kindly | 
guise of one of the greatest picture | 
aor spa connoisseurs of this con-

GT Scr. “in fear and trembling,’ 
and he introduced her to the New 
York public no less, gave her his gal- 
leries, sent out invitstions, invited 
the critics. 

And the critics came, and the artist 
was justifiea in her youthiul work. 

Some criticism in arawing in the 
studios of Kenyon Cox followed, and 
Miss Stevenson may now be suid to 
have arrived at the second stage m 
her development: the season of an in- 
tense search for values, aided by a 
growing power of seli-expression; the 
Phaze that nearly all artists have pass- 
ed through on the way w completion. 
It is probable that no work of the 
future, when kuropean experience 
and a further training shall have tam- 
ed, and perchance steadied, this eariy 

iod, will contain the first tine cure- 

rapture of the giowing portraits 
already produced. Here is _ the 
giorious optimism, tne vibrating 
tenderness, ana the radiance that 
@omes from the springtime of life 
alone, ail softened by tne mystic, in- 
effabie prevision of sympathy; tor the 
work is bathed in that glow of feel- 
ing and knowledge, 4 working out in 
paint of intense emotional qualities 
mever actually experienced in the 
artist herself, which, when all is said 
and done, we have to name by the old, 
old name that suggesis, rainer than 
defines, what the magic is. 

That there is magic in this slim girl 
you feel unmistakably if you sit, as 
did the writer, in the little Thornhill 
studio through long summer after- 
moons while a mysterious process of 
recreation went on. For it was all as 
much a recreation of the sitter’s mood 
—of the thought-seli—as of actual line 
and coloring. ‘therefore there is no 
strain as to pose, and nothing is al- 
lowed to disturb the atmosphere of a 
complete “en rapport” between the 
transcriber und the transcribed.

Hon. J. N. Kirehhoffer an Important 


Factor In the Upper Chamber. 


Hon: John N. Kirchhoffer, the popu- 
inr membef for the Upper Hovese from 
the Prairie Province, is of Irish birth 
and was borh in the County of Cork 
May 5, 1848, being the son of the 
tector of Ballycourney.

He was called to the 
Manitoba Bar in 1884, but. continued 
to live in the settlement for three 
years, until he saw it successfully 
established, He first practiced law at 
); Souris and in 1890 he moved to Bran-

quently became chairman. He sat in 
the Manitoba Legislature during the 
important formative years between 
1886 and 1888 and was called to the 
Senate in 1892: In the Upper Cham- 
ber his’ great administrative ability 
} and wide knowledge were at once 
recognized and he became an im- 
portant factor in that body. For 
many years he was chairman of the 
Internal Economy Cemmittee and 
chairman, also, of the Divorce Com- 
mittee for a considerable period, and 
in the session of 1900 he had charge 
of the Canadian Northern Railway 
bills. In 1885 he was appointed man- 
ager of the Manitoba branch of the 
Imperial Loan and Investment Co. 
and has placed for that institution 
large sums of money in the Prairie 
Province. He is district manager of 
the lands department of the Hudson 
Bay Co., district manager of the 
C.P.R. lands department, solicitor for 
the Bank of Hamilton and director of 
the Gold Crown Mining Co. operating 
in British Columbia, and for many 
years he has been director of the | 
Western Manitoba Agricultural So- | 
ciety.

erns that city and to what an extent 
the people of the London outside the 
city—the Greater London—are indebt- 
ed to the City Fathers, says a recent 
writer. ¢ 

But, before attempting a summary 
of the work of the city and of the 
great cost of it, let me cite two in- 
stances of what might well be called 
its disinterested generosity. I find 
those in thé new “Old Bailey”’ and in 
the open spaces outside the city 
boundaries, but maintained by the cor- 
poration. Only a very small part of 
the work of the “Old Bailey”’ is pro- 
vided hy the city. Middlesex, Surrey, 
Kent, Essex, and Hertford al™ bring 
their criminals to its bar, 

So, too, with the open spaces, Ep- 
ping Forest, Burnham Beeches, High- 
gate Woods, West Wickham and 
Couldsdon Commons, and West Ham 
Park have been preserved to the pub- 
lic largely by the city funds, and now 
form an annual charge upon them of 
about $70,000. Epping Forest alone 
costs the city $23,500 a year. 

But the cost of running the city 
is not to be estimated by such com- 
paratively small gums as these. Take, 
for example, what the city spends on 
the preservation of law and order and 
the prevention of crime. One item 
alone—the maintenance of the police 
force—absorbs $900,000; add‘ to this 
the $58,500 for the Central Criminal 
Court—a building, by the way, which 
has cost the capital sum of $1,715,000; 
some $43,000 for the mayor’s Court, 
which deals out ready and admirable 
justice in civil cases; $35,000 for the 
city of London and certain lesser 
courts; and no less a sum than $50,- 
000 for magisterial dealings with min- 
or crimes. I should point out, how- 
ever, that the expenses of the City 
of London Court are considerably 
minimized by the fees received from 
litigants, and the same remark would 
apply, but with less force, to the an- 
cient Mavyor’s Court in Guildhall. 
A great liability is always facing 
the city in respect of the bridges 
which span the river and rest one end 
on the city shore. The Tower bridge, 
for instance, constitutes an annual 
charge of no less than $68,000; but

In the case of the Foreign Cattle Mar- 
ket, where the expenditure amounts 
to $270,000, the receipts do not equal 
the expenditure. Billingagate, on the 
other hand, after demanding an ex- 
penditure of $75,000, nobly returns it 


| with a profit of $35,000. 


But the great cost of running the 
city is Seihane most apparent when 
one considers its expenditure on the 
ublic health. Here there is a “little 

ill’”’ of $1,950,000, of which, in add- 
tion to $145,000 spent in direct sal- 
aries and wages; no less than $365,000 
is required for sanitary expenses, 
$185,000 for paving and repairing pave- 
ments, and $130,000 for cleaning and 
watering. : : 

As an employer, the city is a great 
benefactor to the country at large, 
and must pay in salaries and wages 
some half a million a year. Nor can 
anyone say that its salaries do not 
}form a living wage—whether we look 
at the Recorder, who receives $22,590 
a year, or the Common Sergeant, with 
his $15,000 a year, or the City Cham- 
berlain, with a similar salary. 

Then there is the city’s asylum, 
which is run at the cost of $135,000 
a year, of which $85,000 comes back 
in the form of payments of private 
patients; the expense of the Guild 
hall Library and Museum, amounting 
to $40,000, and all of it ‘‘out-of-poc- 
kets’’; the cost of such schools as the 
city of London’s schools for boys and 
girls and the Freeman’s Orphan 
|Bchool, accounting for another $145.,- 
000, with a net loss of about $70,000; 
nor must one forget that the $75,000 
spent in connection with the Mansion 
House (including the robes for the 
Lord Mayor and the upkeep of the 
famous coach and harneas) is an item 
to be regarded as a clear loss, from a 
financial point of view.

|tution as the City Corporation, whose 
credits in its balance sheet exceed

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Record Niagara Camp. 

When “‘reveille’ sounds in camp 
at Niagara on the lake next summer,

It is stated that the whole of the 
western district command will be un- 
der arms at Nidgara, which means 
that the cavalry ai:one will be repre- 
sented by six regiments; the Gover- 
nor-Geheral’s Bodyguard, lst Hussars, 
2nd Dragoons, 9th Mississauga Horse, 
and the two newly-raised corps, the 
24th “Greys” Horse and the 25th 
Brant, 

While not yet desided whether ail 
the infantry brigaues in the western 
command will be culled upon, it is 
extremely probable that the 3rd, 4th, 
Sth, 16th and 16th will be mobilized. 
This leaves the lst and 19th Srigades 
of Lonuon and Guelpn, all of whom 
will likely be requisitioned, 

Brigadiers, in particular, will wel- 
come this program, ior in place of the 
skeleton commands, which they have 
generally been calied upon to handle, 
they witl now have the direction of 
brigades, worthy of tne name. 

Last summer the total strength of 
the camp was 3,260 of all ranks, which 
means that nearly 7,000 additional 
troups will take part in the Niagara 
drills and manoeuvres of 1910.
